The administration of our laws 
with equity and justice, not only vouch- 
safes the rights that have come to us, but 
is a guarantee of their permanence and 
of a future which is bound to be greater 
than our past. 

The two great elements which make for 
success, capital and labor, should never be 
antagonistic.

The strength 
of a peopie is the proof of its patriotism, 
and whetanse tends to lessen or take away 
incentives for better citizenship merits the 
condemnation of every patriotic man. Laws 
cannot be enforced unless there is respect 
for the body that enacts them and for the 
authority whose duty tt is to enforce them. 
If our people, therefore, permit interferene® 
with vested or individual rights to pass un- 
noticd or unpunished, they ermit the 
breaking down of safeguards which should 
surround the administration of our affairs, 
and anarchy and disorder’ will result, while 
the boasted freedom of our country will be 
a thing of the past. 


PROBLEM OF TAXATION. 


Taxation—always a problem that merits 
earnest consideration, and vexatious be- 
cause it is so provocative of discussion and 
criticism—should, as in the past, be so laid 
as to be of the least burden while producing 
the greatest possible benefit. Corporation: 
which enjoy privileges that are withheld 
from individuals should be willing to pay 
for such grants, but the imposition of taxes 
should not be such as to restrict progress, 
gcing rather to‘the extent of exacting only 
a just and fair recompense for the benefits 
enjoyed, 

The farmer, constituting as he does the 
greatest single producing factor of the 


Commonwealth and of the Nation, is de- 
serving of support and encouragement, and 
of the extension of such’ privileges as will 
make his farm more profitable, thus adding 
to the resources of the State. The laboring 
man should be protected in the enjoyment 
of his rights and privileges. Education 
should not be denied to his children through 
the necessity of employing his offspring at 
an age when study and learning should be 


their aim, _Equal rights to all should be. 


our motto. No favors that are not for the 
benefit of. the many, no privileges that are 
not for their convenience should ever be 
given, and none of the rights which are in- 
herent in the State should be parted with 
without adequate compensation to the peo- 
ple. The measures of taxation which have 
sq materially increased the revenues of the 
State have been so adjusted that their im- 
position is felt but slightly by those who 
are called upon to pay. he relieving of 
real estate from excessive taxation, the 
guarding of municipal charters, and those 
other measures which have done so much 
for every. locality should be as they have 
been in the past, a guide for future leg.. 
lation. 

The protection of our waterways and the 
improvement of our canals, to which we 
Stand pledged, should receive from the 
Legislature careful and immediate consid- 
eration, and only such measures adopted 
as will accomplish the result desired with 
the least possible expenditure of the peo- 
ple’s money.

it sould be our effort to retain, nor 
should we through unwise economies per- 
mit it to be taken away by gister States or 
foreign nations. It should the pride of 
exch to lend his own efforts and to en- 
courage those. who are charged with a 
greater responsibility in the w of -proe~ 
tecting and enhancing the valuable privi- 
jleges Which have come to us.

and prudent oversight of tthe disbursements 
of the State. . 


HOSPITALS AND ASYLUMS. 


The wards in our institutions should re- 
ceive that thoughtful and earnest atten- 
tion which may win back health or in- 
telligence, but the administration of the 
departments’ charged with their care 
should be unmixed with false sentiment, 
yet not unmixed with charity, while broad 
enough in scope to secure results which 
will compensate not only those whose 
hearts are bound up in charitable work, 
but the citizens of New York who may 
be privileged to welcome back into the 
ranks of workers those who otherwise would 
be of but little service to our communities 
and to our State.

WG. SCHERMERHORN DEAD 


Passes Away in This City After a 
Few Hours’ Iliness. 


Was a Member of One of New York’s 
Oldest Families, and a Patron of 


| Letters, Science, and Art. 
{ 


William Colford Schermerhorn died yes- 
terday at the family residence, 49 West 
» Twenty-third Street, after a brief illness, 
from pleurisy. He was eighty-two years 
old. Two days ago he was in his usual 
health, and ‘visited his law offices at 41 
Liberty Street. Yesterday he became seri- 
ously ill, and lost strength rapidly until the 
end. When he ded the members of his 
immediate family, his wife and -three 
daughters, Miss Sarah Schermerhorn, Mrs. 
&. W. Bridgham, and Mrs, John I. Kane, 
Were at the bedside, with his physicians, 
Drs. Janeway, Banner, and E, P. Fowler. 
The funeral will be held at 2:30 o’clock 
Sunday in Grace Church, of which he was 
a member and Senior Warden. 

William Colford §chermerhorn was the 
son of Peter Schetmerhorn, one of the 
most notable New York merchants and a 
prominent churchman of the first half of 
the last century; and was a descendant in 


the seventh generation of old Jacob Janse 
Schermerhorn, who came to New Nether- 
land as one of the first settlers, in 1636. 
The family which Jacob founded was des- 
tined to play a large part in the life of 
the colony and’ in that of Schenectady, 
whose founder Jacob was in 1662. Through 
several generations the Schermerhorns 
were traders and followers of the sea. 

. In 1715 Johannes Schermerhorn was born, 
and, taking. up the -business which his 
father, Arnout, had established, carried i 
on with increasing success. He had several 
sons, among them Peter, to be known in 
later times as ‘‘ Peter the Elder,” by wa) 


of distinguishing him from his hardly less | 


successful heir, the father of William Col- 
ford. Peter started life with a moderat« 
| fortune,

as merchants, Peter and his family per-

| carrying provisions, and even makin 
reconnoissances for information whic 
might be of use to the American forces. 

And during all of this time ‘ Peter the 

Elder "’ remained. 

The war of the revolution -aver, Peter 

Schermerhorn entered the shipchandler 
business, first in his own name, and later 
in partnership with one, and then both of 
his sons. He invested in rea] estate, parti- 
cularly in Brooklyn, and it was on account 
of this latter activity that a Brooklyn 
street was named Schermerhorn” Avenue. 
His second son, Peter, or “Peter the 
Younger,” entered his father’s business at 
the opening of the century, but In 1810, 
with a brother. established the independent 
firm of Schermerhorn and Company. 

He also invested in’ real esta notably 
the purchase of a tract extending from 
| Third Avenue to the East River and’ from 
| Sixty-fourth and Seventy-fifth Street. He 
; was a Director of the Bank New York 

from 1814 until his death in, 1852, and- was 

more concerned .than any other one m- 

ber in the building up of Grace Ghureh, of 

which also he was made Vasttymat in 

184 and Warden in 1845. poprried 

Sarah Jones, the daughter o ones, 

and had six childrer, of pwhom William Col- 
| ford, born ém-1821, was ne, ungest. 

William Colford SechermMerhoriy hecame 
the most notable member of his genera- 
tion of the family. He was ucated in the 
schools of the city and entered Columbia 
Grammar College with the Class of ‘40. 
Graduating with honor, he studied for the 
bar and was admitted in 1842. In 1860 Co- 
| lumbia conferred upon him the degree of 
| A. M., and in the same year made him a 
Trustee. His life was one of continuous 
public service as a patron of Iiterature, 
art, and letters. He was a member of the 
American Museum of Natural History and 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, as 
well as of the American Fine Arts and 
Geographical Societies and the Scientific 
Alliance. 

He was made Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of Columbia University {n 1893, 
and in the Spring of 1895, with President 
Low and others, was intensely interested 
in the project to remoye the jnstitution 
from its old site on Forty-ninth Street to 
the present location on Morningside 
Heights. On May 6G of that year, at a meet- 
ing of the Trustees, President Low an- 
nounced that he would furnish funds to 
erect a million-dollar building for a uni- 
versity library, and William €. Schmer- 
horn followed it up with a gift of $300,000 
for another college building, f be uséd for 
such purpose as should seem wise. At the 
same meeting his nephew, Augustus Scher- 
merhorn, offered to the university the 
almost priceless Townsend Library of Na- 
tional, State, and individual war records 
and a fund of $4.000 for their maintenance. 

The Schermerhorn Building, at. the left 
of the Columbia Library, on the Amsterdam 
Avenue side, as one faces that structure, 
became, with its mate, the Havemeyer 
Building. one of the original group of build- 
ings on the new site, It was devoted, when 
completed, to general science, with mu- 
seums, laboratories, lecture rooms, and 
seminaries for bottany, geo'ogy, mineral- 
ogy. and physics, as well as the Da Costa 
department of biology arid some part of 
the mechanical and astronomical depart- 
ments. 

Mr. Schermerhorn married, in 184f, Miss 
Annie Cottenet, daughter of Francis Cot- 
tenet, who came to this country from 
France and married the daughter of Gen. 
Laight. Up to 1860, he lived in the old 
Schermerhorn residence in Lafayette Place, 
corner of Fourth Street, and in that year 
built the residence in Twenty-third Street, 

{ where he had lived since. 

Like his father he was a prominent mem 
ber of Grace Protestant Episcopal Church 
anc for a number of years past had been 
senior warden. In addition to hiv widow 
and three daughters he is. survived by 
a number of more distant relatives, among 
them Mrs. Caroline Astor. widow of VWil- 
liam Astor, a cousin. and F. Augustus 
Schermerhorn, his. nephew. 

Besides the organizations already men- 
tioned. Mr. Schermerhorn belonged to the 
City Club. the Metropolitan Clypb, the 
Knickerbocker Club, the Whist Club, and 
the Columbia Alumni Association. He was 
also a Trustee of the New York Life Insur- 
ance and Trust Company.

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FOR VENEZUELAN POLICY. 


Recognition on the Continent That He 
Has Given Life to The 
Hague Court. 


Lonpon Times—New York Times 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—The most striking 
effect of the Venezuelan imbroglio, says 
the Paris correspondent of The Times, has 
been to fortify the prestige of the United 
States as a world power and to evoke 
expressions of admiration for President 
Roosevelt. It is recognized that he has 
given to the court at The Hague a chance 
to become quite a popular institution in 
the settlement of international difficul- 
ties. 

Although the leading members of The 
Hague Conference, with the exception of 
Prince Munster, had great faith in the 
future of the court they created, contin- 
ues the correspondent, there has been a 
general sentiment of prejudice against it 
since its creation. That it was created 
was in great measure due to the work of 
Lord Pauncefote and the two Americans, 
Andrew D. White and Frederick Holls, al- 
though the two Frenchmen, MM. Bour- 
geois and d’Estournelles, had a large 
share in its success. 

It has caused surprise in many quar- 
ters, he further says, that Great Britain 
should not have done of its own accord 
what it is now going to do at President 
Roosevelt’s suggestion, and after it has 
aroused public opinion against a course 
which from the first was regarded with 
amazement all over the Continent. 

Foreigners think that Great Britain “has 
been duped by Germany in the Venezue- 
lan business, he declares, into action 
against its own interests. They think 
also that Germany years ago set Great 
Britain and France by the ears, and it 
is quite natural that Germany should be 
suspected of a wish to make difficulties 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. 

The idea that Great Britain’s Govern- 


|; ment has unconsciously played into Ger- 


many’s hands in this matter has made a 
deeply unfavorable impression on the 
Continent. 


RUNAWAY ACROSS BROADWAY. 


Horses Frightened by Collision with 
Eighth Avenue Car—Coach Dam- 
aged and Two Cabs Smashed. 


Frightened by a collision between a coach 
they were drawing and a north-bound 
Eighth Avenue car at Thirtieth Street last 
evening, a team of horses ran away, going 
at top speed through Thirtieth Street to 
Madison Avenue, where they were caught. 
A small panic was created on Thirtieth 
StFeet near Broadway, when the damaged 
couch, which the horses were dragging, 
collided with two cabs, badly damaging 
both of them, The horses at this point 
broke the harness and ran unhampered to 
Madison Averfue, whe they were stopped 
by Patrolman Crokef of the West Thir-. 
tieth Street Station. Sixth Avenue and 
Broadway were crowded with people at the 
time.

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FEALTY TO EMPEROR 
[3 PLEDGED BY INDIA 


Dazzling Climax to the Great 


Durbar at Delhi. 


Enormous Multitude Gathers In the 
Ampitheatre and On the Plain 


and Lord Curzon Proclaims 
Edward Emperor. 


DELHI, India, Jan. 1.—Tens of thousands 
of people from the City of Delhi and from 
the villages far and near began gathering 
at daybreak this morning on the great 
plain outside the city. There they waited 
patiently for the supreme announcement 
of the durbar that King Edward was 
Emperor of India. 

Soon thegreat plain was filled with crowd- 
ing masses, and the brightly colored cloth- 
ing of the vast throng covered the space 
with gorgeous hues. The crowd on the 
plain was composed largely of the common 
people, but mingling with it could be seen 
the retainers of the various Rajahs who 
had assembled for the function. 

The attention of all was fixed upon the 
white amphitheatre in the centre of the 
plain, where the announcement was to be 
made. .This was adorned with gilded 
cupolas and surrounded by batteries, 
and battalions of the Indian 
Army. Beyond the ampnitheatre, in the 
distance, could be seen great numbers of 
elephants, camels, and horses. So vast 
was the multitude that the troops appeared 
in the bright sunshine as mere splashes of 
color, 

The arrival at the amphitheatre of the 
Viceroy of India, Lord Curzon of Kedleston, 
and other dignitaries and the Princes was 
one of the brilliant episodes of the day. 
The Princes were clad in silks and adorned 
with jewels, and their horses and car- 
riages were brilliant with trappings of 
gold, 

The spectacle within the arena was gor- 
geous. The Pathan Chiefs and the Sirdars 
were resplendent in brilliant raiment. Sol- 
diers, civilians, and visitors from far-dis- 
tant countries were included among those 
within the amphitheatre. 

Upon the entrance of the veterans of the 
Indian mutiry there was tremendous en- 
thusiasm, and as they marched to their 
places the bands played national airs. 

The carriage of the Duke of Connaught, 
who represents King Edward, was escorted 
by a detachment of cavalry; as the Duke 
and the Duchess weré driven around the 
arena the assemblage gave them an en- 
thusiastic welcome. Amid the acclama- 
tions of the people the Duke took his seat 
at the left of the throne, while the-Duchess 
proceeded to a place behind the throne, 

When ‘the great amphitheatre was filled 


and the hour for the annowncement drew 
near the multitude within and without 


‘awaited expectantiy the,firat act of the 


prociamation ceremony. 

Then the approach of the Viceroy was 
heralded, Preceded by members. of his 
bodyguard, clad in white, blue, and gold, 
and under the command of Major Grimston, 
Lord Curzon appeared at the entrance of 
the arena in his carriage. The postillions 
wore uniforms of scarlet and gold, and the 
carriage was drawn by four bay horses. 
The Viceroy was eseorted by Sir Pertab 
Fingh. 

Lady Curzon was dressed in pale biue 
chiffon trimmed with passementerie. She 
wore a flower hat. rd Curzon was in 
fuil political uniform, with cocked hat. The 
Duke of Connaught had on a Field Mar- 
shal’s uniform and the Duchess of Con- 
naught wore a costume of cream lace over 
white silk, with silver trimmings, and a 
cream toque. 

Alighting from his carriage, Lord Curzon 
mounted the dais to the throne, which was 
decorated with golden lions and around 
which were placed massive silver foot 
stools. The throne itself was surmounted 
by a canopy of white and gold. When the 
Curzons reached the dats the Viceroy and 
the Duke of Connaught saluted each other 
and Lady Curzon curtesied to the Duchess 
of Connaught. As the Viceroy seated him. 
self on the throne the National Anthem 
was played and a salute of twenty-one 
guns was fired. 

Wher. the spectators had resumed their 
seats after the anthem there was a flourish 
of trumpets from the heralds. and Major 
Maxwell, at the command of the Viceroy, 
read the proclamation opening the Durbar. 
The royal standard was then raised on hich 
and the imnerial salute was fired. The 
massed hands marched bv plavine. bonfires 
were started by the troops outside, and it 
was anrovneed that King Edward was Em- 
peror of India. 

There was another flourish of trumpets, 
and Lord Curzon arose and stood for a mo- 
ment tmpassive. Then in impressive tones 
he delivered a sneech and read the mess- 
age from King Fdward. In his address the 
Viceroy announced the coronation of the 
King: he extolled the loval Indian neonle 
and nrophesied prosneritv for the Indian 
Empire. He said also that it had heen 
decided not to exact interest for three 
vears on all loans mrde or guaranteed by 
the Government of India to the native 
Rrates in connection with the recent fam- 
ne 


The Viceroy announced also the abolition 
of the Inatan Staff Corps. which has long 
been an army sinecure. He spoke for thir- 
tv minutes, standine most of the time 
with one foot on a silver fontstool. 

In the Kine’s message. which was then 
read hv Tord Curzon,, his Majesty said 
that the Prince and Princess of Wales 
would shortlv visit. India, He regretted his 
absence from the Durbar and sent his 
greetings to his Indian people. In conclu- 
sion Kine Edward said: 

“T renew the assurances of my regard 
for the liberties of the Indian people: of 
mv reepect for their denities and right«: 
of my interest in their advancement. and of 
mv devotion to their welfare. These are 
the supreme aime and obiects of my rule 
which, under the bleesine of Almichty God, 
will lead to toe increasing prosperity of my 
Indian Fmptre and to the greater happi- 
ness of ita people.” 

As the Viceroy finished reading the Kine’s 
worde the assemblage brote inte cheers for 
the King and Emperor. The cheering was 
taken uv bv the mult!tude outetde the am- 
phitheatre and was lone sustained. 

There then followed thr presentation of 
Indian Princes to the Viceroy and the Duke 
of Connaught, and political officers paid 
homage to the sovereign. During the re- 
certion of t Princes and Chief« Tady 
Curzon and th® Duchess stood behind their 
husbands. not participating tn that part of 
the ceremo except in the case of the 
Beeum of ope!. (2 Mohammedan n- 
cess ) who was thicklv veiled. 

After the presentation of the notabilities 
the Viceroy and the Duke of Connaneht 
stenned forward and shook hand« with 
Ladv Curzon. Thie ended the ceremony 
and the roval procession then left the arena 
followed bv the delegates from foreign 
powers end the Indian Princes. 

Lord Kitchener. after the reremonies. en- 
tered his carriage and was driven to Delhi.

VETERANS AT THE DURBAR. 


Six Hundred Survivors of the Sepoy 
Mutiny Hear Edward Proclaimed 
Emperor of India.

LONDON, Jan. 2,—Six hundred vet- 
erans of the Sepoy Mutiny were present 
at the proclamation of King Edward as 
Emperor of Mdia at the durbar yester- 
day, says the Delhi correspondent of 
The Times. Some of the Europeans wore 
plain mufti. Some were in uniforms long 
ago discarded and now tarnished and 
faded in the course of the years. Sev- 
eral wore uniforms of the civil-military 
employment. 
The natives belonged mainly to the 
humbler classes and wore long flowing 
robes that were plain and unadorned. 
One of these native veterans is said to 
be 100 years old. Another, who enlisted 
in 1836, had been wounded four times. 
““But for such as these, humble fight- 
ers though they were, ,“ who just tried 
to do their duty,’’ adds the correspond- 
ent, “where might be all the splendors 
of to-day, where all the promises of 
a splendid future which lies before our 
Indian Empire?” 


CRUISE ON AN ICE FLOE. 


St. Louis Youth Changed Mind About 
Suicide When It Was Almost 
Too Late.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 1.—Rudolph- Becker, 
seventeen years old, became despondent 
this morning after an all night celebration 
of the advent of the new year, and decided 
to commit suicide. He jumped into the 
river but landed on a cake of ice. The 
cold and dampness caused Rudolph to 
change his mind about wanting to die. 

It was pitch dark on the river when 
Becker made his leap at six o’cloek and the 
darkness continued for an hour... He could 
scarcely see the shore and at times he lost 
the points of the compass and was unable 
to tell whether he was floating out ér to- 
ward shore.

Becker slowly vyawled over the grinding 
ice floe and reached the solid ice near the 
shore. Upon land again, he sank to the 
ground exhausted, and there he was dis- 
covaeen at 9 o'clock by Patrolman Stein- 
erg.

“* Inspectors,”’ said the new Commissioner 
vieasantly yet firmly, ‘“‘you are at the 

ead Of the uniformed force of the police 
of the largest city of the United States. 
You have grown up on the force, and have 
filled every position in it, and know every 
detail of it. You have a more intimate 
knowledge of the ins and outs of this great 
éity than any other living men. Nothing 
can take place in your districts without 
your knowledge. 

“These being the facts, it is evident that 
the successful administration of the de- 
ree largely depends on the degree of 

onest effort which you make to perform 
your own duties, and can make your sub- 
ordinates do their duty. I shall hold you 
personally to the most rigid responsibility 
for what takes place in your districts, and 
for the performance of duty of yourselves 
and those under you. . a 

“You who are District Inspectors wiil 
move your offices to some station within 
the limits of the district for which you 
are responsible, so that you may be in 
the closest touch with the officers and 
members of the force under your command. 

‘IJ shail get acquainted with the force 
as rapidly as possible, but I shall always 
deal with it through you. Every man on 
the force can rest assured that he will 
receive fair and just treatment; that his 
standing. in the department will depend 
solely upon his record, and that no influ- 
ence shall protect him if he is found 
guilty of ‘wrong-doing or neglect of duty. 

‘And now, gentlemen, I extend to you 
my best wishes for the new year, and hope 
that we may co-operate and work for the 
improvement and the efficiency of the 
police force.”’ 

The Inspectors then filed out, and there 

was a hush throughout the big building the 
remainder of the day, for it was seen that 
there was in contemplation changes the 
extent of which no man save the one 
making them knew. A few moments after 
the Inspectors left Col Partridge and Dep- 
uties Ebstein and Piper followed. Col. 
Partridge left for his home in Brooklyn, 
but the two Deputies remained in the 
building. Then the new Commissioner sent 
for Chief Clerk Kipp and Inspector Cort- 
right, and. the inner office was locked, 
while officials tiptoed around the offices 
and corridors of the big building almost 
with bated breath. 
’ Pretty soon orders began to issue from 
the little office where the chief official 
was closeted. The first three orders were 
more or less perfunctory, the first being 
simply the taking command of the force, 
the second the appointment of William 8. 
Crosey &s Secretary, and the_thjrd con- 
tinuing in office the First and Secénd Dep- 
uty Commissioners. 

Then came the first order of extraordin- 
ary interest. It appointed Senior Inspector 
Moses Cortright as Chief Inspector of the 
entire uniformed force of the city. This 
position carries with it no more pay than 
that of Inspector, but the duties of the 
incumbent will be immeasurably broadened. 
He is virtually in commaywd of the entire 
force, : 

Then it was decided that the enttre city 
be divided into two grand divisions, the 
first to include the Borough Inspectorship 
of Manhattan, the Bronx, and Richmond. 
.To fill this postttes Inspector Nicholas 
Brooks was taken from the Fourth Inspec- 
tion, District and placed in charge of the 
new division. ! 

The second: grand division was made to 
include “the Borough Inspectorship of 
Brookiyn and Queens, and Inspector P. H. 
McLaughifs, who has_held the title of 
Borough Ihspector of Brooklyn. was placed 
in charge of the larger division, 

Teil the place made vacant by the pro- 
motion of Inspector Cortright, Capt. Walsh 
of the Tenderloin Precinct was designated 
to act as Inspector of the Faqurth District, 
and Capt, O'Reilly was designated to take 
hig- place among the Raines law hotels of 
thé‘ White Light ’’ District. 

The next move of the new Commissioner 
came like a thunderbolt. It was the issu- 
ance of the order suspending without pay 
the six high officials of the department 
against whom charges are pending. 

Capt. O’Brien was designated to act in 
the place of Inspector Grant, and Sergt. 
John F. Maloney was designated to take 
Capt. O’Brien’s place pro tem. in the Leon- 
ard Street Precinct. 

Sergt. Thomas H. Mannion was desig- 
nated to act in the place of Capt. Stephen- 
#on at the Mulberry Street Police Station. 

‘. Sergt. Patrick J. Farrell was designated 
to act in place of Capt. Gannon at the 
Charles Street Police Station. 

Sergt. John J. McNally was designated 
to act in place of Capt. Halpin at the 
Church Street Police Station. 

Sergt. James H. Riley was designated to 
act in place of Capt. Herlihy at the Alex- 
ander Avenue Police Station. 

Sergt. Morris Nash was designated to act 
in the place of Capt. engney at the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Police Station. 

Sergt. Benjamin Spreckley will serve tem- 
orarily as Captain of the Oak Street 
-recinct until a successor is appointed to 
Capt. O'Reilly. 

The order was made to take effect forth- 
with, and in a short time there({was a gen- 
eral packing of belongings. It. was after- 
ward announced that the Inspectors had 
established their headquarters jin the fol- 
lowing police stations.

The new Commissioner, after issuing the 
series of orders recorded above, sent at 
once for the eligible list, from which he 
will appoint three Inspectors and two Oap- 
tains He then made a tour of the head- 
quarters building and examined almost 
every room.

Capt. O’Reilly’s Advent Causes 
Gloom Among Lawbreakers. 


He Announces His intention to Enforce 
Every Law on the Statute 
Books. 


“I wish you a happy New Year,” said one 
old Tenderloin gambler to another of the 
profession whom he met on Broadway yes- 
terday. 

“You're very sarcastic,” said the second 
gambler. 

‘Why, what's the matter? Don’t you ex- 
pect a good, prosperous year? Things are 
quieting down and we're gradually getting 
back on our pins again.” 

“Eh?” exclaimed the other gambler. 
“Haven't you read the papers? Do you 
know that Myles O'Reilly has been trans- 
ferred to the Tenderloin?” 

It took two stiff drinks of brandy to re- 
vive the first gambler after this informa- 
tion. 


To offer greetings of the day to a Tender- 
loin saloon keeper yesterday was as good 
as an invitation for the ‘“‘ bouncer" to earn 
his year's salary, And in the dives along 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth Streets 
last night there was an air of gloom which 
was far different from the air which has 
pervaded them on New Year's night in 
years past.

POWERS GRATIFIED 
BY CASTRO'S REPLY 


Condition Attached, However, 
That May Delay Peace. 


Feeling in the Various Capitals Is That 


Arbitration of the Venezuelan 


Quarrel Is now Assured. 


BERLIN, Jan. 1.—President Castro’s re- 
ply to the powers, through Minister Bowen, 
is substantially an unqualified acceptance 
of their proposals to arbitrate the Vene- 
zuelan difficulty and the accompanying 
conditions. The 
ceived his answer to-day and is satisfied 
with its spirit. 

A further interchange of views prepara~- 
tory to signing the protocol will take place 
in Washington. 

The only really important question to be 
settled is what shall be done with the 
blockade? A continuance of the blockade 
is relied upon to hasten the conclusion of 
the arbitration preliminaries, especially on 
the part of Venezuela. 

The Tagliche Rundschau denies that the 
recent articie in opposition to the Monroe 
dictrine by Gen. von Boguslawski was in- 
spired. The newspaper says that the Gen- 
eral, being retired, does not need the per- 
mission of the Government to express his 
views publicly. He is one of the editors 
of the Rundschau, 


ROME, Jan. 1.—Foreign Minister Prinetti 
this afternoon received through Ambassa- 
dor Meyer Secretary Hay’s note communi- 
cating President Castro’s acceptance of the 
principle of arbitration at The Hague court 
of the Venezuelan difficulties, but with an 
additional proposition which the Govern- 
ment at Washington does not support. 

At the New Year’s diplomatic reception 
to-day Foreign Minister Prinetti and Am- 
bassador Meyer exchanged congratulations 
over the anticipated settlement by _arbi- 
tration of the Venezuelan troubles. Signor 
Prinetti expressed his appreciation of the 
attitude of the United States and his satis- 
faction at the State Department's action 
throughout the affair. 

While reserve is maintained at the For- 
eign Office with regard to the Venezuelan 
matter, it has been learned that the For- 
eign Office considers the additional propo- 


sition made by President Castro as not like- 
ly of acceptance. Communications on this 


| subject are now being exchanged with Ger- 


many and Great Britain. 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—Mr. White, the United 
States Chargé d’Affaires, delivered to the 
Foreign Office this afternoon the note of 
Secretary Hay announcing President Cas- 
tro’'s acceptance of the proposal to have 
the Venezuelan claims arbitrated by the 
international court at The Hague. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 1.—It is said here that 
an arrangement has been concluded with 
Great Britain and Germany to submit 
the Belgian and Dutch claims against Ven- 
ezuela to the linternatioal Peace Court at 
Toe Hague at the same time the Anglo- 
German claims against the South American 
republic are taken to that tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Rejoinders of 
the European Foreign Offices to President 
Castro’s reply to their arbitration proposal 
have not reached Washington. This, how- 
ever, occasions no surprise, as the holidays 
are much more closely observed in Euro- 
pean capitals than in Washington. 

Following the rule which it has adopted 
in the treatment of correspondence passing 
between Venezuela and the allies, the State 
Department still declines to make public 
any information respecting the details of 
President Castro’s reply, but: inquiry con- 
firms the report from ome to the effect 
that Castro did attach a condition to the 
acceptance of the arbitration propdsal, and 
that condition was not indorsed by the 
Washington Government. 

However, it is pointed out that it has not 
been regarded as necessary at the State De- 
partment to either approve or disapprove 
any of the details of the propositions now 
in exchange between the principals. As to 
the condition attached to the acceptance, it 
can be stated that it is not of great conse- 
quence, nor is it likely to involve the loss 
of the arbitration project, for it is under- 
stcod to relate rather to the means of get- 

ting the issue to arbitration than to any 
subsantial principle involved, 


GERMANY NOT SATISFIED. 


Frequent Suggestions Are Made of 
Outside Control of Venezuela’s 
Finances. 


LONDON TimEs—NEW YorkK Times 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—It is evident from 
the frequent recurrence of the suggestion 
that some financial control might be es- 
tablished in Venezuela, says the Berlin 
corespondent of The Times, that the 
Germans will not look forward to arbi- 
tration by The Hague tribunal with any 
great confidence, even if the difficulties 
for that plan presented by the reservation 
of certain claims are successfully over- 
come. 

The plan of entrusting an international 
commission appointed by Venezuela’s 
creditors with the administration of the 
country’s finances finds favor in certain 
quarters. 


LA GUAYRA IS INDIGNANT. 

LA GUAYRA, Venezuela, Jan. 1.—The 
former Venezuelan gunboat Zumbador, now 
transformed into a British warship, arrived 
here at noon to-day and caused consider- 
able indignation among the people ashore, 
who looked upon her arrival here under the 
British flag, especially on New Year's Day, 
as adding insult to injury. The Italian 
armored cruiser Carlo Alberto arrived here 
at1P. M, to- day. 


CASTRO SAYS HE IS FOR PEACE. 


Declares There Will Be No Obstacles 
to Settlement ir the Allies 
Really Want It. 


CARACAS, Jan. 1.—There have been per- 
sistent rumors in official circles and gen- 
erally throughout this city since yesterday 
that President Castro had refused to agree 
to the proposals of the allies to refer the 
Venezuelan issues to The Hague tribunal, 

A correspondent talked with the Presi- 
dent of Venezuela at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon. It is not true that the President has 
declined the a of the powers; the 
Chief Executive declares he wants only 
fair treatment. It was clear from what 
President Castro said that he believes it 
would be very easy to reach a full settle- 
ment of the controversy. -—* 

‘It a settlement is not reached it will be 
because a settlement forms no part of the 
plan of the ailies,”” he said. -** In this case 
the prolongation of the present situation 
would be disastrous for all concerned. The 
solution of the present difficulty depends 
more on the allied powers than on Vene- 
zuela,” 

The President was then questioned as to 
whether or not he would renounce the 
Presidency, and if it was his purpose to 

make a change in the present Cabinet. He 
replied: People are at liberty to talk 
whatever nonsense they want to; I will 
make a change in the Cabinet when the 
present serious question is ended.’ 

The report turrent at Willemstad, Cura- 
cao, that the Government sustained defeat 
upon the occasion of the recent fight with 
the revolutionists at Barquisemeto is un- 
true. ‘The Government was victorious at 
Barquisemeto, and that town, as well as 
San Carlos and Tinaquillo, was recaptured 
frcm the rebels. 

The news which originates at Willemstad 
is largely obtained from the Venezuelan 
revolutionists, who make that place their 
headquarters.

FIGHT EXPECTED AT FEZ. 


Rebels Only Four Hours from Capital 
at Last Report. 
LONDON TIMES—NEW YorK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—Specific news of 
serious conditions at Fez is contained in 
a dispatch from the correspondent of 
The Times at Tangier, Morocco. 

He reports that a courier has just ar- 
rived from the capital after having been 
Gelayed by the flooded rivers. He brought 
a letter to a banking firm dated Dec. 26, 

The letter says that the pretender to 
the throne was then only four hours 
from the city. All the available troops 
had been sent out to defend the ap- 
proaches to the capital and a battle was 
expected. 

The Sultan has sent to Mequiney to 
demand the presence in the capital of 
Mulai Mohammed, his elder brother, in 
order to prove that he is not with the 
rebels. Mulai Mohammed has been re- 
ported to be the leader of the movement 
against the Sultan, and his name has 
lent additional strength to their cause. 

Tangier fs quiet, although in the ab- 
sence of news from Fez the European 
representatives make no secret of their 
anxiety. The Moslem feast and New 
Year’s Day festivities coincided, and it 
was feared there might be. some clash. 
The streets were crowded all day, but 
good temper prevailed and there was no 
untoward incident. 


Mulai Mohammed, brother of the Sultan 
of Morocco, who is now reported to be. at 
the head of the rebellion in that country, 
has long menaced the stability of the Sul- 
tan’s Government. He was the ong ted 
of the late Muley Hassan, nig mother hav- 
ing been a Shereefa, and therefore the 
legitimate wife of the Sultan, 

Just before his death, which occurred on 
June 7, 1894, Muley Hassan proclaimed as 
his successor Mulai “Abd-el-Aziz, who was 
then only fourteen years ol@, He was the 
son of a Georgian slave,.Leala Rekia, who 
was the favorite of the Sultan.

All show of rebellious 
spirit was suppressed, however, the tribes 
in the vicinity of Rabat being raided and 
many army officers being put to death for 
an outbreak in Fez. 

Mulai Mohammed, who had set out for 
Sus, probably to establish a rebel court, 
was apprehended and held in prison at 
Marakesh until he‘signed an agreement to 
support his brother. He was afterward re- 
stored to his post as Khalifa of the City of 
Morocco, as the fanatical Kabyle tribes- 
men threatened that city and refused to 
cease their demonstrations until his former 
powers and dignity were given to him. He 
has since seemed to be loyal to Abd-el- 
Aziz and has been intrusted with import- 
ant commands, 

Mulai Mohammed is a fanatical Moham- 
medan, and has been looked upon as one of 
the chief opponents of the liberal policy 
of the young Sultan. The fanatical tribesa- 
men were particularly stirred by the ad- 
vances made by France after the death of 
the vigorous Grand Vizier Ahmed ben 
Mussa, the real ruler of the country until 
1900. As the Sultan then insisted on taking 
a hand in Governmental affairs, and gave 
ear to the party which has desired to: in- 
troduce reforms, their wrath was turned 
upon him.

VIENNA, Jan. 1.—In the course of an ex- 
haustive review of the history of the world, 
contributed to the Neue Freie Presse by 
Max Nordau, the writer deeply deplores the 
growth of military imperialism ‘in the Unit- 
ed States, and says that by the admission 
of the spirit of militarism, which was form- 
erly rigorously excluded, America is raising 
obstacles to the entrance of emigrants 
whose only capital is their strong working 
arms, 

Speaking of the future of the New World, 
M. Nordau says the opening of the Panama 
Canal under American ownership |will mark 
the beginning of a new epoch. he tragic 
stage of the world’s history, which, in an- 
cient times centred in the Mediterranean, 
and which moved in the naval ages to the 
Atlantic, will then be transferred to the 
Pacific Ocean. 

At first the Anglo-Saxon element will 
seek to drive out the German and French 
flags floating over single points in the Pa- 
cific Ocean; then the struggle will be car- 
ried further to the Asiatic Coast, where 


Anglo-Saxons and Russians will have to 
decide the momentous world question of 
whether Eastern and Southern Asia shall 
remain British or Russian. To this fore- 
cast M. Nordau adds: 

‘One can only imagine with horror what 
such a gigantic struggle of nations and 
races will signify.” 


AMERICAN DIPLOMAT INJURED. 


Carriage of Secretary Iddings of Em- 
bassy at Rome Struck by Electric 
Car and Occupant Hurt. 


ROME, Jan. 1.~As the result of a col- 
lision between the carriage of Secretary 
Iddings of the United States Embassy here 
and an electric street car last night, Mr. 
Iddings’s shoulder was dislocated, his 
coachman was injured slightly, and the 
carriage was smashed. 

The coachman, seeing the imminence of 
the danger, lashed the horses and almost 
cleared the tracks, but the rear part of 
the carriage was struck and the coachman 


was hurled fifteen feet to the ound. Mr. 
Iddings, besides having his shoulder dis- 
located, had his legs bruised and was 
much shaken, but succeeded in extricating 
himself from the wreck. 

He is somewhat feverish to-day, but his 
condition is not serious, though his doctors 
say six weeks must elapse before he will 
fully recover from the effects of the acci- 
dent. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE IN MAZATLAN. 


Citizens Fleeing from Mexican City by 
Thousands—Women Victims 


Predominate. 


MAZATLAN, Mexico, Jan. 1.~There is no 
longer the slightest doubt that the disease 
now afflicting this city is genuine Asiatic 
Plague, for microscopic investigation proves 
that bubonic pest bagilli are in the blood 
of those afflicted with the disease. The 
plague has grown virulent within the last 
forty-eight hours, and the alarm, which had 
begun in some measure to abate, has re- 
turned with increased strength. 

The pours are fleeing from the city at 
the rate of 300 per day, and some 5,000 per- 
sons have gone already. 

It is a remarkable fact that more than 50 
per cent. of the persons attacked are wo- 
men. 

The news of the recrudescence of the 
plague at this port has reached the in- 
terior tewns of the State, and is causing 
a panic. Sanitary cordons of armed men 
have been placed around the towns to pre- 
went the entrance of any one from this 
place.

FIRE LOSSES FOR 1902 
ABOUT $161,000,000 


Nearly $9,000,000 Lighter than 
the Record for 1901. 


The Conflagrations at Paterson and 
Waterbury Last February the Only 
Large Disasters of the Year. 


The fire losses of the United States and 
Canada were hardly in excess of $161,000,- 
000 for the year 1902, even allowing an ap- 
proximate estimate of $13,000,000 for the 
month of December, in the absence as yet 
of carefully compiled figures by under- 
writers for last month. This amount is 
about $9,000,000 less than the losses for 
1901, and between $17,000,000 and $19,000,- 
000 less than the fire record of 1900, which 
was the worst year in the recent history of 
fire underwriting. The allowance of $13,- 
000,000 for last month in arriving at these 
figures is over $1,000,000 in excess of the 
December losses in the bad year of 1900. 

The losses for the last six months of last 
year were nearly $8,000,000 less than the 
corresponding six months of 1901, while the 
aggregate for the first six months of the 
year was only $1,000,000 under the first 
half of 1901. This was due to the Pater- 
son and Waterbury conflagrations in Feb- 
ruary of last year. 

During 1902 there was only one month 
when the fire losses exceeded the twenty- 
million-dollar mark. In February the Pat- 
erson fire caused over $7,000,000 damage to 
property, while in the Waterbury (Conn.) 
disaster more than $2,000,000 worth of 
property was destroyed. There was one 
twenty-million-dollar month in 1901, which 
was caused by the $10,500,000 conflagration 
which swept away much of Jacksonville. 
In 1900 there were two months, each of 
which showed losses in excess of $20,000,- 
000, for in April of that year the Ottawa 
and Hull fire destroyed nearly $13,000,000 
of values, and in June the North German 
Lloyd pier fire in Hoboken piled up a loss 
of $6,500,000. 

Outside of the Paterson and Waterbury 
fires, the worst fires of 1902 were that at 
Atlantic City on April 3, estimated at $1,- 
500,000 damage, and the destruction of the 
Armour plant at Chicago, with a loss of 
$900,000. 

While in the bad year of 1900 the ab- 


normally severe loss total was due in con- 
siderable part to the Hoboken and the Ot- 
tawa and Hull fires, the record of 1901,

There are two considerations which have 
combined to make 1902 muoh more favor- 
able for the fire insurance companies than 
any of the preceding three years. There 
were a number of bad fires, notably that 
at Atlantic City in May, in which much of 
the property destroyed was wholly or large- 
ly without insurance, While the property 
loss at Paterson was over $7,000,000, the 
underwriters paid-in indemnities something 
like $3,000,000. The Waterbury insurance 
loss was about $750,000 smaller than the 
pegperty loss. 

e other favorable factor for fire in- 
surance met was the almost universal 
advance in fire insurance rates through- 
out the country, The advances were all 
the way from 25 per cent. to over 100 
per cent. in proportion to the character 
of the hazards covered and were the resuit 
of the disastrous record of the previous 
four years. In 1808 the trouble was the 
series of rate wars, starting with the 
dissolution of the Tariff Association of 
New York. Since then the fire losses were 
the reason for unprofitable fire under- 
writing, culminating in the withdrawal of 
many companies trom ithe field in 1901, 
Instead of there being a continuance” of 
these retirements last year, 1902 witnessed 
the revived activity of Lloyds concerns 
and surplus line companies such as flour- 
ished before 1598.

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TWO SURPRISES IN ALBANY 


Hint of Revolt.in the Senate Wor- 
ries Republicans. 


Mr. Cunneen Makes His Republican 


Rival Deputy Attorney General— 
John McCullagh to Re- 
tain Office. 


Speciai to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan i1.—There were two de- 
velopments here to-day which aroused 
much interest among the politicians. One 
was the visit of Col. George W. Dunn, 
Chairman of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, to investigate the report of an anti- 
organization Republican cabal in the Sen- 
ate. The other was the unexpected an- 
nouncement by Attorney General Cunneen 
that Henry B. Coman of Madison County, 
his rival in the recent election, was to .be 
his first deputy until Judge Charles N. 
Bulger of Oswego can so arrange his af- 
fairs as to permit of his taking up the 
duties of that place, a period which Mr. 
Cunneen said was indefinite. 

The story of the alleged cabal was that 
Senator Brown of Watertown, who was an 
aspirant for the Chairmanship of the 
Finance Committee; Senator Elsberg of 
New York, who wanted to be Chairman of 
of the Committee on Cities, and Senator 
Brackett of Saratoga, were threatening 
trouble for the organization. 

Col. Dunn had a long conference at the 
Ten Eyck this afternoon with Lieut. Gov. 
Higgins and Senator John Raines, who is 
to be the Republican leader in the Senate. 
.Col. Dunn was reticent as to what took 
place at the conference, but after it. was 
over predicted that there would be no trou- 


ble. 

Senator Raines, when the subject of the 
alleged cabal was mentioned, said with a 
smile: ‘‘ That report ‘does a great injustice 
to three very estimable gentlemen.”’ 

Inasmuch as Judge Coman himself last 
night made the statement that he did not 
expect to hold any position in Albany this 
Winter, and would return to his home to- 
day to resume his private practice, the an- 
nouncement made by Mr. Cunneen that he 
was to be Deputy Attorney General came 
as a complete surprise. 

It can be stated with authority that 
Judge Coman never at any time had any 
expectation of being First Deputy in the 
Attorney General's office. The only pos- 
sibility which he ever was called upon to 
consider up to a late hour last night or 
this morning was that he might be asked 
to continue in. charge of the franchise 
cases, with which litigation he is entirely 
familiar, and in trying which his services 
might be of great value to the Attorney 
General. 

Several explanations of the appointment 
were given. Judge Bulger is now a: city 
Judge in Oswego. If he should resign, the 
Republican Mayor would appoint his suc- 
cessor. His term of office as City Judge 
has some time to run. It has been sug- 
gested to him that he hold both of- 
fices and thus afford the Democrats an 
opportunity of. electing his successor as 
City Judge. Inasmuch as the law gives him 
the power to appoint some one to take his 
place as City Judge in case of any ne- 
cessity for such action arising, it was con- 
tended by his Democratic friends that 
there was no obstacle in the way of such 
action. 

As he would then be drawing two salaries, 
however, it was intimated by Republicans 
who learned of the Democratic pragramme 
that proceedings against him were likely to 
be instituted. It is said that Attorney Gen- 
eral Cunneen at the last moment had good 
reason to believe that the threats to pro- 
ceed against —- Bulger if he held both 
offices were not idle, and, fearful: that his 
administration of the office of Attorney 
General would be embarrassed’ from the 
outset, he gave Judge Bulger his choice c. 
either resigning as City Judge or having 
the tender’of First Deputy’in the Attorney 
General's office withdrawn until such time 
as he would be in a position to accept. 

There are other reports in connection with 
Judge Comamse-eppointment. The retiring 
Attorney General, John C. Davies, a few 
days ago decided it would not be proper for 
the Attorney General to take up the matter 
of prosecuting the Coal Trust until after 
President Roosevelt’s commission shall 
have made its report. Those interested in 
this matter, not being satisfied with Mr. 
Davies's decision, will bring it before ‘Mr. 
Cunneen, it is said, and Mr. Cunneen, in 
order that no bias can be alleged against 
his office, may have concluded that it 
would be a good idea to have a Republican 
lawyer pass upon the points made in the 
petition, which ‘is Democratic in origin. 

In announcing Judge. Coman’s appoint- 
ment Mr. Cunnéen merely said he had con- 
ferred with Judge Coman, and that the lat- 
ter had agreed to nares. 

It has been settled that John McCullagh 
is to be reappointed Superintendent of Elec- 
tions. He had a conference with Attorney 
General Cunneen to-day, and Mr. Cunneen 
expressed the hope that their relations 
‘would be cordial. Messrs. Crain and Blum- 
enthal, who have been appointed the Attor- 
ney General's assistants in New York City, 
also conferred with him to-day. 

From the best information obtainable 
here itt can be stated with reasonable cer- 
tainty that the differences over the canal 
route have been practically settled, and 
that the Governor will recommend the im- 
provement of the Erie route. 

A dinner was given at the Fort Orange 
Club to-night to Capt. Joseph Dickey and 
about twenty of his close personal friends 
by Walter White of New York. ‘There 
has been some mention of Capt. Dickey’s 
name in connection with the head of the 
lunacy board to succeed John F. Park- 
hurst, but his friends say there is nothing 
in the report and assert that he will be 
named as Railroad Commissioner, The 
name of W. W. Worden is also being men- 
tioned in connection with a Rai!road Com- 
missionership. 


BLACK MAY CONTEST FoR 
SENATORSHIP WITH PLATT. 


Report in Albany That Insurgents in 
Legislature Talk of Putting the 
ex-Governor Forward.

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—It is suggested here 
that the threatened revolt in the Senate 
against the Republican machine may take 
the form of serious opposition to the re- 
aad of Senator Platt, and that ex- 
Gov, Frank 8S.

DEMOCRATS NEED LIVE ISSUES. 


Senator Martin of Virginia Says the 
Next Presidential Campaign Will Be 
Fought Over the Tariff Question. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Senator Martin 
of Virginia, speaking of the next Presiden- 
tial contest, said he could see no excuse 
or justification for a declaration in favor 
of silver coinage in the Democratic plat- 
form that will be constructed in 1904. The 
next platform, he believes, should deal with 
live issues and not attempt to resurrect 
differences that have existed between par- 
ties in the past, but which no longer exist, 

“The next Presidential campaign will be 
fought on the issue of tariff revision,”’ said 
Senator Martin. ‘‘ Demand for revision of 
the tariff will be made first, because the 
present rates are excessive and unneces- 
sary,. and, second, as a means of curbing 
the power of trusts. Issues between po- 
litical parties are not made to suit con- 
ditions, but are made by conditions. Just 
now tariff is forging to the front and _ en- 
gaging the public mind. It is the logical 
issue for the Democratic Party. 

“The Democracy is united in favor of re- 
vising the tariff. The Repencent are hope- 
lessly divided on the subject. The country 
is awakening to a realization of the fact 
that the Dingley rates are unjust. 

‘The question of trusts should be united 
with that of tariff revision. An effective 
cure for the trust evil can be secured 
through the tariff. It may be possible to 
effect a cure in some other way, but I am 
convinced that it can be effected through 
the tariff. If the Democratic Party were 
in a position to revise the tariff, it could 
relieve the country of the burdens the 
trusts have imposed upon it.” 


NEGROES’ HOPE IN DEMOCRACY. 


Ex-Governor Boutwell Warns Them 
Against Republican Policy. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Jan. 1.—Negroes of Boston in 
Faneuil Hall to-day observed the fortieth 
anniversary of the emancipation proclama- 
tion. The Rev. W. H. Scott of Woburn pre- 
sided over an audience which filled the his- 
toric structure. The principal speaker was 
ex-Gov. George S. Boutwell. 

Mr. Boutwell called on the negroes to join 
the Democratic Party in a body, if that 
party declares for independence for the 
Filipinos. He declared that they hold the 
balance of power and that they must take 
this action in order to preserve their rights 
under the Constitution. He charged that 
the Republican Party is now in favor of re- 
turning to every condition existing in the 
South prior to the war. 


WOMEN GREET COUNCILMEN.

EAST ORANGE, N. J., Jan. 1.—The meet- 
ing of the East Orange City Council at noon 
to-day partook somewhat of the nature of 
a social event, several women, well known 
socially, besides men, being present. The 
council has never before organized on New 
Year’s Day, but, as there is considerable 
work in connection with the purchase of 


the plant of the Orange Water Company, 
it was decided to organize to-day, so that 
the Water Committee could be appointed. 

Until the Citizens’ Union was organized 
little interest was shown in the preliminary 
meetings of the council; but’now residents 
are beginning to attend the council mect- 
ings and inform themselves on what is 
being done in the City Government, Among 
those who were at the meeting to-day were 
Mrs. John E. Dix, State Regent of_ the 
Daughters of the Reyolution; Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward K. Sumerwell, Miss Allene Cope 
Fry, the Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Henry_N. Cobb, 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 8. Yardley, George H. 
Austin, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Union; Alden Free- 
man, Secretary of the Citizens’ Union, and 
several members of that organization. 

The two sueccessful- candidates of the 
Union, Farnham Yardley and Willis L 
Brownell, took their seats. William Card- 
well was re-elected Chairman of the coun- 
cil and Stephen M. Long clerk. James 
Tyrell, whose department was the only one 
in the City Government that was not criti- 
cised during the last campaign, was chosen 
Janitor again. “Jimmy's” re-election 
we more applause than that of any one 
else. 

At the first meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation there is to be a larger gathering of 
women, as Mrs. James S. Alexander, who 
Was elected through the efforts of the Citi- 
zens’ Union, will take her seat as a member 
of the board. 


Mystery surrounds the sudden death last 
night at the Parkway Circle Hotel, a resort 
situated at One Hundred and Tenth Street 
and Fifth Avenue, of a stylishly dressed 
young man, whose identity, for some rea- 
son, is being carefully concealed by the 
authorities. 

The young man arrived at the hotel in a 
carriage shortly after 8 o'clock. With him 
was an attractive, well-dressed young wo- 
man. The couple registered as ‘' James 
Wilson and wife,’’ and were assigned to 
one of the best rooms in the hotel. 

Only a couple of minutes had elapsed 
from the time they were shown to their 
apartment, when the yonug woman rushed 
in to the café on the ground floor with 
an excited request that a physician be 
sent for at once. One of the waiters, who 
was dispatched for medical assistance, 
found Dr. Leo Jacoby of 58 East One’ Hun- 
dred and Twelfth Street, in a nearby drug- 
store. The doctor says he was ushered to 
the second floor, where he found a young 
man, apparently twenty-two years of age, 
prostrate on’ the floor,and dying, appar- 
ently of heart disease. ‘The doctor did all 

ould tor him, but the young man ex- 
pired in a few minutes. : 

The police, it seems, were not notified; 
but Coroner Jackson arrived on the scene 
in a few minutes after the young man died. 
He had been summoned by Dr. Jacoby, who 
had detained the young woman pending 
the Coroner's arrival. Coroner Jackson, 
after examining the body, was not prepared 
to say what had caused death, but gave a 
permit for the removal of the body, which 
subsequently was taken to a private under- 
taking establishment on Park Avenue, 

Coroner Jackson, when he left the hotel, 
went to the East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street Police Station, taking the woman 
companion of the dead man with him. On 
his way there he told 
the woman had told him her right name 
was Jessie Harrington, and that she was 
employed in a dry goods store. She gave 
her address, according to Coroner Jackson, 
as 24 West Fifty-first Street. He de- 
clined to divulge the identity of the young 
man, though he admitted that he knew 
both his real name and his address. 

The young weman, after she had told her 
story to the police, was permitted to leave 
the station house, She said that the young 
man head been driving with her in the 
park, and that they had dined at Mc- 
Gowan’s Pass Tavern. Shortly after the 
meal her escort had complained of feeling 
unwell, and they had gone to the hotel 
for the purpose of getting medical attend- 
ance, : 

The police apparently were satisfied to 
take the name of the dead man from the 
register of the Parkway Circle Hotel. He 
went down on the blotter as “‘ James Wil- 
son, age thirty-five, residence United 
States.”’ 

At the hotel all information regarding the 


matter was refused. 


STABBED BY A BREWER. 


Cammero Rizzio, a candymaker, who 
lives at 208 East One Hundredth Street, 
was stabbed on the left side of the head 
last night at Ninety-fifth Street and Third 
Avenue, and William Frankenberger, a 
brewer, of 161 East Ninety-ninth Street, 
Was arrested as the assailant. 

Frankenberger, who is fifty-three years 
of age, was accompanied by his wife, and 


it was said that at the corner Rizzio was 
accused of having followed him. Rizzio 
saii that he did not know Frankenberger. 
According to the police the brewer drew a 
penknife and slashed Rizzio. 

Frankenberger, when arrested, talked and 
acted in a strange manner, and the belief 
is that he is mentally unbalanced or that 
he had some mysterious motive for the 
stabbing. 
Highty-eighth Street Station heard Frank- 
enberger say to Rizgio: ‘‘ You have fol- 
lowed me for six months, and now I am 
going to kill you.”’

YEAR’S FIRST GYCLE RUNS 


Forty-two Contestants in Century 
Road Club of America Event. 


Higginson and Schoenert Completed 
Centuries Over Long Island Roads 
Women Riders Participated. 


Enthusiastic bicyclists representing sev- 
eral clubs in Greater New York welcomed 
the New Year by participating in three bi- 
cycle road runs which began in Manhattan 
and Kings Boroughs ‘a few seconds after 
the midnight chimes rang out yesterday 
morning. One of these runs began at the 
Park Circle in Manhattan and the other 
two at Bedford Rest, Brooklyn. The roads 
were in wretched condition for bicycle rid- 
ing—in fact, they were so bad that those 
who took part in the runs undertook a 
somewhat heroic task. Notwithstanding 
this serious drawback over ninety men and 
one woman braved the existing state of 
affairs, and the majority of them complet- 
ed their journeys, and two of these, more 
courageous and enthusiastic than their fel- 
lows, continued riding until they had com- 
pleted individual centuries.

B. Ferguson of the Kings County 
Wheelmen and a member of the Century 
Road Club of America, who finished first 
in the same race last year, was ain the 
first man home, having covered the route 
in 64:00. The next half dozen competitors 
finished as follows: George Fogler, National 
Athletic Club, Brooklyn, second; William 
Cranston, Brooklyn, unattached, third;

BLACK BEARS IN MAINE. 


Farmers Annoyed by Unprecedented 
Number of Mischievous Beasts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BANGOR, Jan. 1.—Black bears have taken 
possession of the country fifteen miles east 
of Bangor, in the towns of Eddington, Am- 
herst, and Dedham, to such an extent that 
the farmers there are thinking of organ- 
izing a bear-hunting league to exterminate 
the pests. In the old ploneer days every 
farmer was obliged to keep his gun handy 
and look sharp, else his flocks and herds 
would go to fatten the bears of his neigh- 
borhodd, and it was no uncommon thing 
for Bruin to poke his nose in at the win- 
dow of the little red schooinouse, thus 
creating a panic among the children and 
giving the cause of education a set-back 
that would last untfl the men had taken a 
few days off and kilied what bears could 
be found in the vicinity. 

In recent years, however, the bear has 
subsided into eful, not te say sneaking, 
ways, contenting himself with feeding upon 

rries in Summer time, with a stray sheep. 
now and then in the Fall, and retiring in 
Winter to a cave in the rocks, or to the 
depths of a hollow log, to sleep and suck 
his paws for months. e State used to pa 
a bounty of $5 a head for all bears killed, 
and this, with what could be gotten for the 
skins and from the sale of oil fried from the 
fat meat, made bear hunting so profitable 
that the animals became scarce. A few 
years, ago, however, the bounty law was 
re led, and since then bears have been 
left to multiply, which they have done, 
amazingly. 

Never within the memory of men living 
have bears m so numerous or so cheeky 
as they are at sent in many sections of 
Maine, especially in the ver. region, 
on the Upper Kennebec, and in the country 
east of gor, which is a natural nurse 
for Bruin—rocky and mountainous, abound- 
ing in caves .and ravines.

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BRITISH 0 ON AND VENEZUELA. 

We were sayihg the other day that the 
mere fact that The London Times print- 
ed Mr, KrP.ina’s vigorous and outspoken 
and versified remarks under the title of 
“The Rowers,” and printed them with- 
Gut deprecation of its own, denoted that 
in his denunciation of the Anglo-German 
“alliance” for the purpose of collecting 
éertain trumpery claims from a little in- 
golvent Power the poet had not made an 
exception to his rule of hitting the 
Bull’s-eye of British opinion. We are re- 
ceiving more detailed proof of that prop- 
ésition. The London Times, for instance, 
ef Dec, 20 contains two letters of expos- 
fulation agaifist thé conduct of the Brit- 
ish Government in allying itself with the 
German Government and making com- 
thon cause with it for the collection of 
Claims agatiist Venezuela of British and 
6f German subjects. 

That the two remonstrafices proceed 
from widely different points of view is 
sifficiently evident when it is mentioned 
that one of them is signed by Lord 
Cates BEREsPoRD and the other by 
Mr. THOomas Grsson Bow.ns, M. P. Lord 
CHARLES BERESTORD’s remonstrance be- 
gins by quoting the weighty opinion of 
Sir Ropert Girra# that the action of 
the British Goeveriment in the Venezue- 
lan affair has amounted to a “ grave 
blun@er.” And this for the reason that 
it necessarily strains the relations of 
Gréat Britain and the United States. 
That is repeatedly put forward in Lord 
GHar.ie’s interesting letter. “In order 
to incr@ase the friend#tiip and confidence 
86 hecessary fer the furtherance of trade 
and commeree between the two great na- 
tictis, an open and emphatic declaration 
should Bé made on the part of the Brit- 
ish Governmént that they will adhere 
under any circumstances whatever to the 
principles laid down in the Monroe Doc- 
tine. * * * Gétmatiy may take 4 
course which, while quite within her 
rights, might conceivably prove irritat- 
ing t6 Américas, * * * If I were a citi- 
#én of the United States, I would un- 
@uestionably fight in support of it,’’ (the 
Monroe Doctrine.) And finally: “ Surely 
it must appear to Anierican citizens that 
the combination was madg¢ in case irri- 
tAtion or difficulties occurred with the 
United States in reference to the Monroe 
Dectrine.” We need not say that this 
fast consideration was what mainly 
Weighed upon the spirits of American cit- 
igens during the doubtful days of the re- 
eént negotiations, and convinced them 
that either the actual British Govern- 
Ment did not represent the British peo- 
ple, or else that the sentiment of the 
British people was not what the Ameri- 
ean people had fondly imagined it to be. 

Mr. Bowxes’s letter shows its author 
by no means insensible to the importance 
of maintaining @ good understanding be- 
tween the two great branches of the 
English-speaking race, But it deals spe- 
eifically with “the levity wherewith his 
Majesty’s Government have begun this 
war, the imprudence with which they 
have taken te themselves, on especially 
dangtrous conditions, so dangerous’ an 
ally as Germany, and the disregard with 
which in so serious a matter Parliament 
lias been treated.’”’ Mr. Bowne&s proceeds 
into specificationg to which we have ho 
pace to follow him, But he does finally 
make it clear, it seéms to us, that the 
Ministry has taken to itself a power of 
@ecision log unused upon important 
international questions; that it has thus 
done what, in the unwritten Constitution 
of Great Britain, may fairly be called 
an “unconstitutional” act, and that, 
having usurped authority to decide these 
questions without consulting Parliament, 
it has decided them wrongly, wrongly 
here meaning in & manner contrary to 
the settled, though not declared, sense of 
the British people. 

On such matters we know no fairer ar- 
biter than The London Times itself, 
which publishes both letters in one issue, 
and adds its own judgment. That judg- 
ment is, to quote its own words: “ We 
have entered into some kind of agree- 
ment Whi¢h the public does not very well 
uhderstand, and having done so we must 
keep faith and get the business settled 
4s well and ae speedily as we can. Amer- 
fcan opinion, according to our Washing- 
ton correspondent, goes to the root of 
thé matter. It is held that we must keep 
our engagements, but it will be reckoned 
an additional proof of out friehdship for 
the United States if we refrain from 
making any more of & similar kind.” 

We should say that that was a very 
fair trahslation inté diplomatic and re- 
sponsible prosé of the free and irrespon- 
sible Géhiifitiation of Mr. KrPtine’s 
verse. The gist of the two utterances is 
the Skthe, that the Marquis!or Lane- 
powk® ah@ Mr. Batroun have cormplete- 
ly failed, on @ critical occasion, to inter- 
pret the public opinion of Great Britain. 
What certitude is good enough for us, 


and entirely does away, or should do 
away, with any ifritetion that we may 
have rectived from the action of the offi- 
cial misrepresentatives of British opin- 
ion. When we come to inquire how they 
have been so grievously misled, we may 
have our ideas. We may recognize that 
the politics of Great Britain are still, or 
rather renewedly, “dynastic”; that the 
German Kaiser is a very clever man, 28 
well as a good patriot, and that it is to 
the interest of Germany, as a Power if 
not as @ people, that the understanding 
between the British Empire and the 
American Republic should not be too 
good. We may recognize also that the 
German Kaiser on this occasion and 
question may. have succeeded in hood- 
winking the * Constitutional advisers" 
of the British monarch. The question 
thus suggested@’is evidently a question of 
British domestic politics, with which it 
would be impertinent for us to inter- 
meddle. It is a question, moreover, of a 
class which in the past the tish people 
have shown a high degree of aptitude to 
settling for themselves. 


THE SANITARY ASPECTS OP CAR 
CROWDING. 

The Merchants’ Association has given 
wide currency to a letter addressed to its 
Committee on Franchises and Transpor- 
tation by Dr. Grora# A. Soper, sanitary 
expert, which, while not admitting of 
specific contradiction in any point, illus- 
trdtes how much easier it is to find fault 
with existing conditions than to suggest 
a means of remedying the least of them. 
Speaking of the modern electric car, of 
the type used in New York, Dr, Sopzr 
says: “It seems to have been bufit with 
the idea that the public would not crowd 
at all or would be willing to crowd like 
cattle. The sinall proportion of space de- 
voted to seats as compared to that de- 
voted to standing room, the broad plat- 
forms, the central location of the electric 
lights, and the want of an adequate ven- 
tilating system, are all evidences that 
the cars are not well adapted to carry- 
ing the number of people who ride upon 
them.” This is true enough, perhaps, but 
what advantage can be expected to re- 
sult from reciting the facts if means for 
remedying them are not available? What 
the public needs most is that some one 
shall undertake the careful study and 
experiment which will make its de- 
mands practicable and will assist it in 
agreeing as to what it wants and may 
properly insist that the transportation 
companies shall provide. After dwelling 
at sufficient length upon the generally 
familiar facts Dr. SoPER says on the sub- 
ject of car ventilation: 

Scientific experiments show that fifty 
cubic feet of fresh air should be admitted 
to each car every minute per person. It is 
clear that no such allowance is insured to 
passengers On any line of elosed cars in 
Greater New York. Such ventilation as oc- 
curs takes place irregularly by the opening 
and closing of the doors for the entrance 
and exit*of passengers or through primitive 
trapsoms, arid hot by any well-designed 
and carefully regulated ventilating system. 
The transoms are absurd makeshifts at 
ventilation. Because they afford no pretec- 
tion against wind, rain, snow, or sleet, they 
aré generally closed uniess the weather is 
fair, or they are inadequately opened at the 
whim of the conductor or passengers. Ona 
cold day of which I have record 65 per 
cent, of the cars met on Broadway between 
the Battery and Fourteenth Street had all 
of their ventilators closed, 

Theoretically this is all right; practi- 
cally to introduce fresh air into a car 
containing seventy people at the rate of 
3,500 cubic feet per minute would be a 
hair-raising operation against which the 
traveling public would instantly rebel. 
The feeling Which prompted the little 
girl to object to her morning bath in 
Winter on the ground that she had 
rather be warm and dirty than clean and 
cold perhaps explains why 65 per cent. 
of the passengers in street cars would 
make it extremely unpleasant for a con- 
ductor who left the top of his car open 
and growl about “fresh-air fiends” if 
a passenger should take the liberty of 
consulting his own convenience by open- 
ing the transoms. The principal reason 
why the railroad companies do not pro- 
vide perfectly satisfactory ventilation 
for their cars is that no means to that 
end which are satisfactory in practice 
have yet been discovered. 

The Merchants’ Association is a very 
enérgetic and capable body of public- 


‘spirited citizens, and in our occasional 


criticism of its methods we should be 
sorry to be understood as opposed to the 
ends it seeks or in any way afitagonistic 
to its wholesome propaganda of local 
reform. It is in a position to render in 
many lines services of such exceptional 
value as were rendered by it in the Ram- 
apo investigation, and the local transpor- 
tation problem gives opportunity for dis- 
tinguished sérvice if undertaken in the 
right way. Tenement house reform is a 
case in point. Those who recognized the 
evils of the .tenement-house system 
might have described them until the 
crack of doom and accomplished nothing. 
The first step in the direction of prac- 
tical reform was when those who were 
determined to do something organized 
an exhibition of plans and demon- 
strated by wise criticism that it was 
possible to build better tenements and 
make the investment in such tenements 
profitable. Through its energetic com- 
mittees the Merchants’ Association could 
etyudy the problems of local transporta- 
tidh ahd vehiclé construction, and ren- 
der invaluable service in focusing pub- 
lic opinion upon specific things which, 
ho doubt, the companies would be very 
willing to do for their own advantage. A 
satisfactory model car—clean, ¢ommodi- 
ous, comfortable, well ventilated, giving 
seats for all Who can enter it and easy of 
access And exit—would be a revelation to 
thé companies, and its adoption coiild be 
promised With confidence. If this ulti- 
mate g00d i# not attainable, some prog- 
ress may be made toward it by showifg 
how the worst defects 6f the present 
construction may be remedied one by 


Merchants’ Association even more close- 
ly than now with the public interest and 
make it in the highést degree useful. 


PRACTICAL POLICE REORGANIZATION 

Police Commissioner GREENE begins 
his offielal career in just the way to 
be expected from a man who has under- 
taken a serious responsibility and means 
to make a success of it. His orders are 
precisely these best calculated to make 
the uniformed force realize that the 
Commissioner understands himself per- 
fectly and does not propose to elaborate 
a@ system of police reform while they, in 
turn, are elaborating a system for mak- 
ing it ineffective. In suspending from 
duty without pay one Inspector and five 
Captains under charges more or less séri- 
ous, he did what should have been done 
as an ordinary incident of police disci- 
pline, To leave a man charged formally 
With neglect of duty, or worse, in the 
performance of those duties and the 
enjoyment of the salary of his position, 
was always a scandal. The effect of 
this order of suspension will be twofold; 
it will tend to insure that charges are 
not lightly brought against high officers 
of the uniformed force, and it will make 
these same officers doubly carcful to 
avoid giving cause for the preferment 
of charges against them, It is said to 
have sent through the whole department 
a thrill such as might have resulted from 
contact with a “live wire.” 

In his talk to the Inspectors the new 
Commissioner said exactiy the right 
thing. He magnifies their office as it 
should be magnified by making the 
Inspectors immediately responsible for 
the conduct of the precincts by the Cap- 
tains. He requires them, instead of 
hanging around headquarters, to make 
their offices in the precincts they com- 
mand, in order to be in touch with what 
is going on there. What he said to them 
was precisely what they needed to be 
told. In effect, it was that he would 
hold them personally and rigidly respon- 
sible for the districts under them and 
that while he was willing to sustain 
them in all proper ways, he was not in 
mood to accept excuses for failure to per- 
form police duty, This is business, done 
in a businesslike way. The line of policy 
outlined by Commissioner GrRmEENDP is so 
obviously the path of least resistance 
for the head of the department who 
means to reorganize and reform it, that 
there would not seem to be room for a 
difference of opinion as to whether it 
is the proper one to follow.

THE “ROOSEVELT ROSE.” 

The Patent Office has done itself credit 
by refusing to issue a copyright for a 
new flower, if it be a new flower, under 
the name of the “ Roosevelt Rose,” when 
it appears that that is not the name of the 
inventor and patentee, but of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, when it does 
not appear that the rightful wearer of 
the name, whose position and popular- 
ity have undoubtedly caused the patentee 
to give it that name, has given his con- 
sent to such use of his name. ‘Without 
such consent, the Patent Office holds, 
the use of the name is an impertinence 
to which it will not lend official sane- 
tion. 

Without question this decision is in 
the interest of decency and civilization, 
But in this State, it seems, there is noth- 
ing to prevent any inventor or any dealer 
from making any use he chooses of the 
names, or even of the representations, 
either of public characters or of private 
characters, which he thinks will pro- 
mote the sale of his wares. There is 
nothing to prevent a dealer in whisky 
from publicly representing Archbishop 
FarLzey and Bishop Porrpr, for exam- 
ple, as publicly drinking his beverage. 
Mayor Low has been so represented, with 
other men in the public view. The Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, 
under better inspiration than it invari- 
ably shews, remonstfated with the Mayor 
upon this representation of him, only to 
be told that‘he was a helpless victim 
and that he was advised that he had no 
redress for this particular form of out- 
rage. Why, indeed, should he have, when 
the Court of Appeals had décided, in the 
first place, that the heifs of a modest 
woman, deceased, had no standing in 
court when they attempted to prevent 
the erection of a public statue to her, 


! upon the ground that they were sure she 


would not like it, and, in the second place, 
that a modest woman, still living, had no 
standing in court when she attempted 
t> prevent the use of her own likeness 
as an advertisement of a firm with which 
she was in nowise connected and in 
which she had no interest. 

Whoever considers these things ‘will 
have no hesitation in rejoicing that the 
authorities of the Patent Office consti- 
tute a tribunal so much more sensitive, 
in respect of one important department, 
of what BuacksTone classifies as “ Pri- 
vate Rights,” than the New York Court 
of Appeals. 


ARE WE A JOYOUS PEOPLE? 

There has developed of late a disposi- 
tion among the citizens of New York to 
seize every convenient opportunity to 
indulge in spontaneous street carnivals. 
Papular movements of this kind always 
have their origin in some latent trait or 
tendency of the people. They cannot be 
effectively encouraged nor stimulated by 
organization, The experience of genera- 
tions has shown that while curiosity will 
bring us together in great multitudes to 
see a@hything which is arranged for the 
public ehtertainmient, the greater the 
preparation the more solemn it becomes 
as a public function, We crowd where 
it is to be seen, suffer great inconveni- 
ence and sometimes danger to see it, dis- 
perse sadly when it is all over, and con- 
fess to ourselves, if not to others, that 
the effort to be happy in celebrating 
something is a failure, conspicuous in 


td 
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atation made for it. Something of this’ 
may be due to the fact that New York 
is not well arranged for imposing civic 
or military spectacles and that to be one 
of a street crowd is a fatiguing experi- 
ence which the wise avoid as much as 
possible. Really to interest us, @ spec- 
tacle needs €o0 be one of unusual mag- 
nificence, and even then we resume our 
daily pursuits and pleasures with a sense 
of satisfaction that the excitement is 
over and that it will be a long time be- 
fore a like celebration will become neces- 
sary. From. this it has been concluded 
that as a community we lack the capac- 
ity for enjoyment and take our pleasures 
as sadly as the English are said to take 
theirs, 

But it looks as if we were beginning 
to discover that we have a latent ca- 
pacity for joyousness, which, if not 
checked by too much preparation and 
eurbed by too many police regulations, 
finds expression as spontaneous as the 
growth of a daisy crop in a pasture lot. 
What happened on the evening of the 
last State election is still fresh in mem- 
ory. It was an impromptu Mardi Gras, 
andi astonished even those who took part 
in it. for the reason that it was complete- 
ly successful. The same thing hap- 
pened, with interesting variations, on 
New Year’s Eve, not as sharply focused 
around the picture screens of the news- 
papers as on election night, but extend- 
ing all over the city. It is difficult to 
discover any reason why 50,000 or 75,000 
people should gather late at night at 
and near the corner of Broadway and 
Wall Street to listen to the chimes of 
Trinity, and ther make such a din with 
horns, rattles, and horse fiddles that the 
bells could not be heard. It is easier to 
understand why the lighted stretches of 
upper Broadway should be thronged, but 
the pleasure which inheres in a tin horn 
is probably wholly a matter of “ sub- 
jective” experience which does not ad- 
mit of explanation. The interesting fea- 
tures of the New Year’s Eve celebration 
are found in its unpremeditated spon- 
taneity and in its showing that our peo- 
ple have a capacity for joyousness which 
perhaps we have not ourselves suspected. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. ' 


~—Even the people who havé viowed Mr. 
WIL11AM 8. DEevERY with the severest cyes 
have hitherto credited him with a certain 
rude originality of expression, and, despite 
a lurking suspicion that perhaps his 
speeches owed something to reportorial in- 
genuity, have yet regarded them as appre- 
ciable mitigations of the horror which Mr. 
D¥VERY’s manners, methods, and motives 
excited in respectable minds. But now we 
find him saying, in all seriousness and to 
a gathering of his own followers, that 
“Rome was thought to be the strongest 
émpire in thé world, yet\it went down on 
account of corruption,” and so on, for sev- 
eral sentences, in the dreadful, dreary way 
with which innumerable orators and writ- 
ers have familiarized so many helpless gen- 
érations, This is really too bad, even for 
Mr. Devery. Many grave charges have 
been made against him in the past, and not 
a few of them have been proved, but nothing 
of which he has been accused, nothing of 
Which he has been convicted, and nothing 
which he has proudly confessed, ever gave 
any reasoh for apprehending that he would 
fall as low as this—that he, the man with so 
Many newly coined phrases and unworn 
metaphors and virginal comparisons at his 
éormmand, would shake poor old Rome 
again before our Wearied eyes and offend 
our ears with the rattle of the most plati- 
tudinous of platitudes. He didn't, accord- 
ing to the reports of his speech, 'say any- 
thing about Greece, but doubtless that will 
comé in time. The first step leads inevi- 
tably to the second, and the end of Mr. 
DeEverY is in plain sight. It’s a dismal 
termination for such a career as his, and 
even his bitterest foes in Tammany Hall, 
even those to whom in the days of his 
strength he applied the aptest epithets, 
ought to shed for him the commiserating 
tear. 


——An interesting passage in the circular 
of the United States Steel Corporation ex- 
plaining what for the sake of convenience 
may be called its profit-sharing scheme is 
that dealing with the salaries now paid to 
the managing officials of the company. It 
has been the general ‘impression that these 
officers received enormous sums; but if the 
list given is to be accepted as meaning ex- 
actly what it seems to mean, the amounts, 
while in some instances large, considered 
abstfactly, are on the whole surprisingly 
small in comparison with the responsibili- 
ties assumed and the special knowlegge and 
ability required and presumably ‘exerted 
in the company's behalf. Thus, $100,000 is 
mentioned—somewhat enigmatically, it 
must be confessed—as “ the-salary which is 
fixed as belonging to the office of the 
President.” This might be interpreted as 
the amount out of which all the expenses of 
the President's office must be paid, and 
even if it is taken as the President’s per- 
sonal remuneration, it is far below the 
common rumors. ‘TRen we are told that 
there are only twelve salaries, including 
the President's, which anivunt to $20,000 or 
over, while only fifty range trom $10,000 to 
$20,000, only 200 from $5,006 to $10,000, and 
only 1,500 from $2,500 to $5,000. This ac- 
counts for but 1,762 out of 168,000 men em- 
ployed by the corporation and its sub- 
sidilary companies, and none of these is at 
all likely to become a millionaire out of 
his savings. Of course, these figures do 
not tell the whole story—perhaps they do 
not more than begin to tell it. They have, 
however, a certain significance, and, taken 
in connection with the fact that there are 
many kind gentlemen down in Wall Street 
who, if delicately approached, can be per- 
suaded to sell about as large quantities of 
“U. 8. Steel” as anybody wants to buy, 
it is a little hard to discover exactly where 
lies the much-di8cussed and denounced de- 
termination to monopolize the advantages 
accruing from the great consolidation of 
iron industries. ‘“‘ Hard to discover,’ how- 
ever, is not exactly the same as ‘“ impossi- 
ble to discover,” and the discussions, if not 
the denunciations, will doubtless go on in 
the future as in the past, 


—lIt fills us with jby to learn that 
“many homes would be happier if more 
people knew what rubbing the tops and 
bottoms of chiffonier drawers with soap 
will do.” That is, we are filled with joy 
when we think of the many homes thay are 
to be made happier when the Massachusetts 
person who now monopolizes all knowledge 
as to what soap rubbed on the afticle of 
furniture mentioned will accomplish makes 
up his great mind to divulge the informa- 
tion, That will be éasy to do, and the soap 
will be easy to rub on, so we consider our 
present joy fully justified, though it 
must be confessed that said joy is 
just tinged With irritation at the 
Massachusetts person's delay in spéak- 
ing out. Of course one might go ahead end 
discover by experiment what happens to a 
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might be that the consequences of the ex- 
periment would, to a New Yorker, say, be 
worse than the ills he now knows. Let the 
Massachusetts person give his facts, so that 
we may judge for ourselves, We have the 
soap, and if we are not mistaken we have 
the chiffoniers, but it has been our custom 
to keep the two apart, and, though we are 
open to argument, we are not reckless 
enough to accept advice from Massachu- 
setts until we thoroughly understand it in 
all its bearings. 


-——That ever kindly critic of the United 
States and its inhabitants, The London 
Globe, is more inclined, it says, to laugh at 
than to treat seriously the news that a 
‘“‘public protest” has been made here 
against hanging Watrts’s “ Love and Life” 
in the White House. How The Globe got 
hold of this curious piece of misinformation 
is not revealed and cannot be imagined, but 
with characterigic ignorance as to the dif- 
ference between a public protest and the 
vagarious scoldings of a single pantaletted 
moralist it runs on in its merry way at a 
great rate. ‘‘ For the student of people and 
social customs,” it says ingenuously, “ the 
subject presents an interesting puzzle. 
America claims to be the most progressive 
of modern countries, and we cannot be even 
slightly acquainted with her political and 
commercial methods without feeling that 
she is not altogether nice in matters that 
threaten or retard her advantage. Her po- 
lice system, Tammany, and, indeed, all the 
paraphernalia of her municipal existence, 
to say nothing of her commercial methods, 
shock the mind of older and more conserva- 
tive countries. And yet at the back of this 
unlovely chicanery there is a force of Puri- 
tanical opinion strong enough to forbid the 
giving of dances at the White House, and 
to prevent the President’s wife from going 
out to dinner without the company of her 
lord and master.

General Public Admitted After the 
Presentation of Diplomats, Army 


and Navy Officers, and Gov- 
ernment Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.--Several thous- 
and ons to-day attended the New 
Year’s reception at the White House, and 
were received by the President, Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Miss Alice Roosevelt, and the wives 
of the Cabinet officers. It was the first op- 
portunity the public has had of inspecting 
the improvements in the Executive Man- 
sion, and general admiration was expressed 
at the beauty and effectiveness of the 
decorations, The Marine Band occupied 
tiers of seats In the vestibule, 

The Diplomatic Corps began to assemble 
in the Red Room shortly before 11 o’clock, 
and promptly at that hour the trumpeters 
sounded a fanfare, announcing the ap- 
proach of the receiving party. President 
Roosevelt, with Mrs, Roosevelt on his arm, 
descended the main stairedse, and passing 
across the main corridor and through the 
Green Room, entered the Blue Room, where 
the guests were received. Between two 
sections of the receiving party a lane was 
formed by cords of old-gold velvet. Through 
thig lane the callers passed from the Red 
Room, proceeding through the Green 
Room into the East Room, and thence 
down the staircase to the East Terrace, 
passing into the street opposite the west 
entrance of the Treasury. 

The introductions were made by Col. 
Theodore A. Bingham, the President's mili- 
tary aide, assisted by Major Charlies Mec- 
Cawley, Capt. John R, Proctor, Jr., and 
Lieut. Frank McCoy. The officers were in 
dress uniform. The members of the Diplo- 
matic Corps were received first. As Déan 
ef the corps, Dr. von Holleben, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, was at the head of the 
line. All of the Ambassadors and Ministers 
were accompanied by their suites, their uni- 


forms weighted with a wealth of gold lace 
and decorations.. Among the diplomats par- 
ticularly missed was Wu Ting-Fang, who 
now is en route to China. The Chinese Le- 
tien was represented by Shen Tung, the 
c é @’ Affaires, and his suite, all in gor- 
eous Oriental silks and satins. Another 
amillar face missing was that of M, Jules 
Cambon, the French Ambassador, whose 
successor has not yet arrived. 

Following the German Ambassador and 
suite came Count Cassini, the Russian Am- 
bassador; Sefior Aspiroz, the Mexican Am- 
bassador; Signor yor des Planches, the 
Italian Ambassador, and Sir Michael Her- 
bert, the British Ambassador. Last in the 
line of Ambassadors was Baron Hengel- 
miller of Austria-Hungary, recently raised 
to the higher diplomatic rank. Constantin 
Brun was the first of the Ministers to be 
received, he having the distinction of being 
the senior Minister. 

Cuba was represented to-day for the first 
time, Sefior Gonzales de Quesada having 
the honor of extending the first greetings 
of a New Year to the President on behalf 
of the hew island republic. In all thirty- 
five embassies and legations were repre- 
sented at the reception. 

Soon after the Diplomatic Corps had been 
received Secretary and Mrs. Hay left the 
receiving line and went to their residence, 
where at noon they received and enter- 
tained at luncheon the foreign diplomatic 
representation.

NEW YEAR'S OVER THE SEA. 


Brilliant Assemblage at German Im- 
perial Palace — Ambassador Tower 
Complimented by Kaiser. 


BERLIN, Jan. 1.—There were the usual 
New Year's observance at the palace to- 
day. After divine service Emperor William 
received the New Year’s congratulations of 
the Princes, Ministers, foreign represent- 
atives, Knights of the Black Eagle, and 
others. His Majesty subsequently visited 


the arsenal and greeted the officers of the 
garrison, 


Emperor William, in receiving the New 
Year's congratulations of the foreign Am- 
bassadors, said to Ambassador Tower that 
in his selecting the commission to take 


the statue of Frederick the Great to the 
United States he intended to include in it 
descendants of German officers who had 
fought under Washington. 

His Majesty remarked that the placing of 
the statue in the new War College was a 
happy suggestion, especially as he under- 
stood that the statues of other famous 
commanders who belonged to all the world 
and to all timé would also be erected there. 

It having been mentioned to the Emperor 
by a member of the Court that Ambassador 
Tower probably would go to Washington at 
the time of the presentation of the statue 
to.assist in receiving the German commis- 
sion, his Majesty said to-day that the Am- 
bassador’s presence upon that occasion 
would be a compliment to Germany, and 
that he hoped Mr. Tower would be there.

Checks Received for the Marie Dressi:r

From the east side to Broadway, from 
poor lads to theatreowners, from Belasco’s 
“Heart of Maryland” to Fitch's ‘‘ Stub- 
bornness of Geraldine,” tells the history 
of the career of Lew Fields and Joe 
Weber, who last night celebrated the twen- 
ty-fifth year of their connection on the 
Stage. It was a night of full houses, but 
none Was more crowded than their music 
hall, for friends, theatrical and otherwise, 
had fought for seats, in order to be able 
to attend and applaud. 

Time after time they were called before 
the curtain, and time after time a speech 
was de nded, but the stars’ timidity, 
which had never yet permitted them to 
make a speech, overruled their wishes, and 
they only bowed “Thank yous.” After 
the! performance the pair retired, with 
the company only, to the café below stairs, 
where a supper had been prepared. There 
they feasted and talked and held revel till 
the new day’s breaking. 

To trace in detail the lives of these two 
men is to trace a winding path, as full of 
sunshine as of dark. Beginning as a boy 
song-and-dance team in an east side con- 
cert hall, they were glad to get on the 
bill to do twénty-three turns a day, and 
giadder still to get $3 each at the end of 
the week. Next they followed a circus, 
returned to vaudeville, ate and slept when 
time and money gave leave, and finally, by 
dint of hard work, got to Oscar Hammer- 
stein’s Olympia, now the New York Thea- 
tre. There they were the highest-salaried 
people in vaudeville, and made themselves 
locally famous by their work as ‘‘ German 
Senators,’ giving a sketch built around a 
pool table, 

Seven seasons ago they leased for sixty- 
six years their present music hall, then 
Kraus’s Imperial Music Hall. They took 
the place because they had an idea. This 
idea was to present high-class burlesques 
of the current Broadway plays. They be- 
gan with David Belasco’s ‘‘ Heart of Mary- 
land,”’ in which Charles Ross, Mabel Fen- 
ton, and others appeared. John T. Kelly 
is the only one of those artists who is 
still with them. How well they have suc- 
ceeded is a matter of current history. They 
have not only their present theatre, but 
are branching out, and will have play- 
houses in Boston and Chicago within a 
season or two.

An Interesting but on the Whole 
Disappointing Performance. 


Teutonically Sentimental in Conception, 
and Executed with Old-Fash- 
ioned Exaggeration. 


Herr Bonn disclosed his long-expected 
performance of Hamlet last night at the 
Irving Place Theatre. He was welcomed 
by a large audience with hospitable ap- 
preciation and considerable spontaneous 
applause; but it is doubtful whether the 
assumption will add greatly to his repu- 
tation. * : 

That he is an able and very versatile 
actor he has often shown beyond perad- 
venture of a doubt, and his personality is 
in many ways highly sympathetic. But one 
felt last night that in his interpretation of 
this broadest and deepest of all parts he 
is hampered by racia) limitations. As far as 


these relate to mere externals, they are 
of course not a fair mark for censure, for 
after all Herr Bonn is a German, and is 
playing mainly for Germans. But in some 
cases they stand between the actor and 
his author. They are reinforced, moreover, 
by limitations in his individual mentality 
and temperament. 

Some shortcoming is of course inevitable 
as the result of the translation into Ger- 
man. Yet the Schiegel-Tieck version re- 
tains more of the original than any er 
renderin of Shakespeare in a_ fore = 
tongue; it is flexible, sonorous, and, int : 
main, apt. What one missed last rg 
was what one might reasonably = ofa 
German Hamlet. To begin with, Herr 
Bonn’s masque is an untoward circum- 
stance. Whereas one instinctively looks for 

sychic, salient, mobile lineaments, his 
eatures are square and solid. 

He has followed the questionable practice 
of making Hamlet a blonde, and has made 
him a very German blonde at that. His 
yellow mop of unkempt hair (orange-taw- 
ney Shakespeare would have called it) fore- 
stalled all possibility of regarding him as 
the Englishman the poet undoubtedly con- 
ceived him to be, or even as a Dane—a typ: 
which is still somewhat removed from the 
Teuton of Herr Bonn’s embodiment. 

The insuperable difficulty was in the 
matter of the convention in which Herr 
Bonn acted— a convention which, at least 
to an English-speaking public, seems at 
once childlike and old-fashioned. In Ger- 
many, to be sure, this convention has still 
its partisans. Its citadel is the Royal Play- 
house of Berlin, of the company of which 
Herr Bonn is a member. When Herr Mat- 
kowsky plays Macbeth and Frau Poppe 
nis lady for the Kaiser, the stage trembles 
and shakes beneath their rages even as 
does the stage of the Yiddish Theatre in 
he Bowery beneath those of Herr Joseph 
Adler, 

And so it does beneath the Hamlet of 
Herr Bonn. Excitement is denoted by 
stamping and striding, terror by shudder- 
ing and staggering. When - emotion 
reaches its climax Herr Bonn falls pros- 
trate on a chair, a table, a flight of steps, 
and very often on the floor. These gross 
movements of the body are made the chief 
means of utterance, and they preclude 
most of the finer traits of expression, 
which depend upon the subtlest snadiages 
of light and shade in the features, the 
beam in the eye, the modulations of the 
voice, a delicate poise of the body, even 
the little, undistinguishable movements of 
the fingers. 

No doubt the part of Hamlet calls for 
much tall talk, and abundant verve in the 
action. Many, perhaps most, of our actors 
are far too tame. Yet Shakespeare, even 
in Hamlét’s advice to the players, is at 
pains to tell us just how he conceived the 
art of the actor. “ Nor do not saw the air 
too much with your hand, thus; but use all 
gently; for in the very torrent, tempest, 
and as I may say, whirlwind of your pas- 
sion you must acquire and beget a temper- 
ance that may give it all smoothness.” 
Even as Herr Bonn delivered these lines, 
and what follows in a similar vein, he 
sawed the air too much with his hand 
and begot a marked intemperance. 

Whea Bonn’s Hamlet was first disclosed 
in Berlin it was e2nsured, if memory 
serves, for the manner in which it alter- 
nated quiet, naturalistis effects with sud- 
den leaps of theatric vehemence. His per- 
formance last night could not be censured 
as seeking emphasis by means of illegiti- 
mate lapses into quietude. One may not 
approve of the convention he has chosen; 
but at least he kept well within its bounds. 
Fire he undoubtedly possesses. To the un- 
sympathetic auditor, to be sure, it seemed 
the fire, or rather the fireworks, of rhet- 
oric, and not the white heat of passion. 
Yet there were tears at times on his 
cheek, and no doubt those who adhere to 
the manner of the elder stage wept with 
him. 

These were by no means the whole of 
the audience, for naturalistic acting has 
progressed infinitely further in Germany 
than with us, as _ is so often to be re- 
marked here in Herr Conried’s theatre. 
Even Shakespeare is treated in the spirit 
of Hamlet's advice to the players, as was 
abundantly shown last Spring in Sonnen- 
thal’s rich and harmonious Lear. 

Of greater moment than the matter of 
the convention according to which Herr 
Bonn acts is the matter of his conception 
of the part. This is hedged about on all 
sides by the limitations of temperament 
noted last Spring in his most sciterooting 

erformance of the Fool in Lear. For al 
Bis inky cloak, the Hamlet of Shakespeare 
is a man of rich and ever changing moods. 
To give any adequate representation of the 
varied sides of his nature requires the tal- 
ents of a romantie lover, a dashing swords- 
man, and a light comedian, as well as the 
deepest resources of intellect and tragic 
feeling—in a word, the best attributes of a 
whole cry of players. 

Like the sailor of Gilbert’s verses, the 
man who can give a symmetrical represen- 
tation of Hamlet is the cook and the cap- 
tion too, and the mate of the Nancy Brig. 
To Herr Bonn the customary suit of solemn 
black, the windy respiration of forced 
breath, the fruitful river of the eye, on 
everything. He overlays the whole part 
with thick clouds ofe Teutonic sentiment. 

Curiously enough in the case of one whose 
wit and charm have been so often in evi- 
dence, it is in respect of the light comedian 
that Bonn’s Hamlet is chiefly deficient; 
ana here again the defect is the same as 
that noted in his Fool. He misses point 
after point that in an English representa- 
tion of the play bring hearty laughter. Once 
more, however, one must make allowance 
for the racial equation. Not only the actor, 
but the audience as a whole suffered from 
the dejected havior of the visage. .When, 
as occasionally happened, the sheer wit and 
gayety of the lines pierced through the suit 
of sables and brought spontaneous laugh- 
ter, it was oftenest speedily hissed down. 
The gravediggers were for the most part 
met (and who shall gainsay the fitness) 
with a graveyard silence. 

The long-faced solemnity which we Puri- 
tans take to church the German apparently 
takes to the classic theatre. Such differ- 
ences of mood leave little foothold for ob- 
jection. There were-many present who de- 
lighted in the performance, and for those 
who liked it it was just the sort of thing 
they liked. 

The acting, as a whole, had at least the 
virtue of being in sympathy with that of 
Herr Bonn. err Conried’s company, the 
performances of which in modern plays 
seem to us so exquisite, so vigorous, and 
so full of just feeling, are most disappoint- 
ing in the great classics, 

The traditional stage business of the 
play was often neglected. Polonius missed 
most of his ints and the Ghost seemed 
more occupied ‘n arousing the lmetiant to 
its functions than in arousing Hamlet to 
revenge. 

If any one performance siood out above 
the rest, it was the Laertes of John Feistel. 
It was conceived as fully ° the antique 
convention as any of the other parts; but 
in spite of the tall talk and vehement ac- 
tion called for in the part, it avoided tear- 
ime its passions to tatters, 

“Hamiet ’’ will be repeated to-night. To- 
morrow Bonn plays Shylock.

IN THE SHOPS, 


Is there any one who believes, as a 
woman who went shopping the other day 
believed, that if she bought a set of rock 
crystal glasses for her table she would 


have the genuine quartz, out of which the 
Orientals shape the marvelous crystal balls, 
and from which a few other precious things 
are cut? Rock crystal, as known by the 
man who furnishes fine glass for the table, 
is only glass, the finest, clearest, colorless 
glass, and apiece of it may become rock 
crystal, cut glass or engraved glass. 
: *,* 

Rock crystal is the glass that is engraved 
with a copper wheel, in place of the stone 
wheel. When polished beautifully you have 


rock crystal. The work requires an expert 
workman, and the result of his efforts is 
exquisitely fine. There is rock crystal 
which, from its quality and the necessarily 
high prices paid to the workman, will be 
expensive. ‘ 
*,¢ 

If the glass, after it has been engraved 
by the copper wheel, is left unpolished, with 
the design opaque, although it may be 
shaded delicately, giving an effect which 
only a fine workman could produce, then 
the glass will be called engraved, and many 
people prefer it to the rock crystal, al- 
though that is a matter of taste. 


With the cut glass everyone is familiar, 
and the deep cutting may be as simple or 
elaborate as desired. With the popularity 
of old-time styles in furniture and other 
things, old styles in glass are coming in, and 
one can find goblets, with sides formed of 
broad flat straight lines, the glass being oc- 
tagon, perhaps, below the rim. It is a’style 
with which we are familiar in tumblers and 
goblets, as it was used at one time for the 
cheap blown glass. The colonial, it is 
called now, and engraved and polished it 
becomes rock crystal, or there are fine cut- 
giass goblets with no other ornamentation 
than the flat surfaces, and they are reaily 
attractive, Plain cut glasses will cost $22.50 
a dozen. 


There is little that can be found in rock 
crystal glasses that will cost less than 
$45 a dozen. There are very simple glasses, 
with almost no work upon them, which can 
be found for $18 a dozen for tumblers, and 
$20 and $25 for goblets. Handsome goblets 
will cost, in rock crystal, $85 a dozen, and 
anything that would apprdach them in cut 
glass could be had for probably $10 less, 
The rock crystal will run in price up to 
$200 and $300 a dozen, but glasses in simple 
design can'‘be found for $10, and in fine 
ware, but plain, one can get glasses for 
$3 and $4, the least expensive things to be 
found in fine glass. 

*,* 

Glasses engraved with monograms and 
with the rock crystal finish, or with the 
regular engraved finish, have been used 
much lately. Entire sets for the table, 
running the gamut of wine, liqueur, and ali 
kinds of cordial glasses, with punch cups 
and water goblets, are of the plain glass, 
with the monogram or coat of arms en- 
graved with more or less elaborateness, ac- 
cording to taste and the money to be ex- 
pended. With the glasses are decanters, 
whisky or brandy bottles, finger bowls, 
everything for the table to be found in 
glass, even to the large glass trays used 
sometimes for punch, or wi sets, all in 
the plain glass marked with the mono- 
gram. These are among the most beautiful 
and refined of anything used for table ser- 
vice. 

*,* 

All of the different pieces mentioned come 
in the rock crystal, engraved or cut glass. 
Similar work is to be fourid in the colored 


lasses, red for the white wines, green for 
the créme de menthe, as well as in the 
white glass. 

s,* 

The best rock crystal is of American and 
English make. French crystal does not 
equal the other two. An attractive design 
of the fleur de lis is in the French glass, 
and a dozen glasses in the pattern will cost 
$40. _There are beautiful English and 
American designs, floral, conventional, and 
other styles, and one pattern will be car- 
ried out in all the pieces used for one ser- 
vice. An American design, known by the 
name of a well known New York firm, and 
which {fs particularly beautiful, has the 
effect of a sheaf fastened in the centre, 
the ends lengthening out into scrolls at the 
teps of the glasses. ms

Was Daughter-in-Law of Montana Sen- 
ator—Iliness Dated from Birth 
of Her Son. 


RUTTE, Mon., Jan. 1.—Mrs. William A. 
Clark, Jr., died at 4:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Mabel Foster Clark was born twenty- 
three years agé near Pittsburg, Penn., the 
daughter of John H. Foster, who came to 
Butte nearly seventeen years ago. On June 
19, 1901, she was wedded to William A. 
Clark, Jr., youngest son of Senator W. A. 
Clark. Her baby boy for whom she gave 
her life was born Dee. 2. 


Mrs. Clark was the daughter of parents 
with small means. Her marriage to the son 
of the richest man in Montana was a social 
sensation. 

Her father was an inn keeper and a 
personal and political friend of Senator 
Clark. Her parents moved to Butte when 
she was a child. She was introduced to 


Mr. Clark, who was then a young lawyer 
of promise, and the son of Senator Clark. 
He proposed to her on the first evening 
of their acquaintance. The girl knew of his 
wealth. He was worth in his own right 
$3,000,000, which he had made in mining 
speculation. She had been forced to stint 
herself to have such gowns as were neces- 
sary in the rounds of entertainments where 
she was always a favorite. No one no- 
ticed that she wore the same gowns many 
times, as she was clever in rearranging 
them so that they seemed new. With the 
eertainty of having everything she could 
wish for if she would marry him, she re- 
fused the young man.
